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LOWELL, Ohio Mister 
Billy Ray says he'll just be 
damned if he knows why every- 
body isn’t as rich as he is. 
Mister Billy says he don’t hold 
with this here inflation, defla- 
ticn foolishness. It ain’t neces- 
sary. 

‘Khe way to be happy is just 
to save two dollars every day 
for 59 years like Mister Billy 
did, You don’t have to be 
greedy, either. Mister Billy 
says he never made more than 
$125 a month in all his life. But 
he was always systematic. 

At 79, Mister Billy still works 
14 hours a day in his barber- 
chop. He says he cuts maybe 
25, 30, 35 heads of hair eyery 
day. He charges 15 cents for 
a haircut, same as he’s been 
doing for 59 years. Charges 
10 cents for a shave, likewise. 

“Both prices are too damn 
high,” Mister Billy says. “I 
could cut my prices and _ still 
show a mighty good profit.” 

Mister Billy is a thin little 
man with a dyed, droopey black 
moustache, sandy hair, a stand- 
up 1890 collar, asthma and an 
aversion to cigarette smoke. 
You can take a chaw of Mail 
Pouch in Mister Billy’s barber- 
shop, but a dozen signs warn 
you of the coffin nail. 

Mister Billy owns his shop 
clean and clear, like he owns his 
house, his two building lots, 
some mortgages, his farms, and 
his ‘bank account. Mister Billy 
is a rich man. “I can set down 
and. write my check for $8,000 
right now,” he says. ‘That's 
just on my checking account. 
I started out 59 years ago with 
80 ¢ents cash money. Now I 
got $20,000 cash money and all 
that real estate. When I go 
home Saturday with my pockets 
full of mpney I just don’t know 
whete to spend it all. Got no 
overhead. Got no children. On- 
ly thing worries me is who I'll 
leave..it..to.” 

Mister Billy's shop is mod- 
ern, ‘Since the flocd of 1913 
swept away his belongings, and 
he had to replace everything. 
His shop is full of stuffed owls, 
hanging birds nests, no-smoking 
signs, flyspecked calendars, 
township ordnances, Gibson Girl 
statuéttes, a zeno one chew- 
ing gum vendor which doesn’t 
work”and old-fangled gaslights. 

Mister Billy frowns on gadg- 
ets. “He has never had a re- 
frigerator in his home for in- 


mug. He gets his water from 
a gas-heated oaken - marble 
When he cuts hair, 
he doesn’t waste time. 

“One of the.troubles with Bil- 
ly,” a crony said, “is he gives 
you the the hair back. He don't 
keep the hair out of your col- 
lar. You can see his customers 
walk off a-digging and itching 
clean out of sight.” Mister 
Billy only sweeps up once a 
day. Most of the hair that lies 
in drifts on his marble floor 
is gray. 

Mister Billy says he is always 
getting complaints from other 
barbers who resent his inflexi- 
bly low prices. Mister Billy, 
he just scoffs at his crtics.

“They give me the bad mouth,” 


he says. ‘Huh, I can buy and 
sell very barber in the country. 
They mess with me I will hit 
them on the head and throw 
them in the river.” 

Although Mister Billy 

deeply religious man who always 
gives two dollars a week to the 
church and 50 cents to the Sun- 
day School, he was most toler- 
ant in choosing his assistants. 
Last help was a Mr. Posey 
(Hupp, a.mon who favored strong 
drink. Mr. Hupp has now re- 
tired but he was a caution while 
he lasted. 

Posey would drink anything. 
Once he drank a bottle of beer 
and ate a whole box of aspirin 
to accompany it. He would 
drink hair-tonic if need be, and 
Mister Billy’; operating ex- 
penses have shrunk since Posey 
retired. 

Posey was in jail nearly ev- 
ery week but always‘bailable on 
a’ $1 fine. Judge in Marietta 
said so long as Posey didn’t 
raise the price of haircuts he 
wouldn't raise the fine. 

They tell how Posey came in 
the shop one day visibly suffer- 
ing from a bender.

This fifth anniversary of D- 
Day when the battle of Europe 
was inaugurated with a mighty 
invasion of Normandy by Allied 
forces, recalls the striking if- 
ferences of opinion which exist- 
ed in supreme circles over 
where the assault should be de- 
livered. 

Premier Stalin had been urg- 
ing an invasion of France to 
ease pressure on the Russian 
front. British Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill favored stab- 
bing at the “soft underbelly of 
Europe’—-the Mediterranean. 

Churchill presentel this view 
on its military merits, but there 
were many observers who felt 
he might be looking at the po- 
litical angle. If the western 
powers drove up into the Bal- 
kans, they would have posses- 
sion of this strategic territory 
of eastern Europe when the war 
ended. 

The Western Allics weuld 
have come to cominate south- 
eastern Europe and would have 
swung into central Europe on 
the left flank of the Russians. 

That, of course, would have 
meant a complete change in 
subsequent events. Russia would 
not have overrun all eastern Eu- 
rope, and established a Commu- 
nist empire with its eastern 
frontier running through the 
heart of Europe, from Stettin 
on the north to the Adriatic on 
the south. 

On that basis there probably 


wouldn’t have been a “coli 
war.” Many of the nations 
which became unwilling satel- 


lites of Moscow would have re- 
mained free and would have 
cast their political lots with the
